The Late Mr. David Cope 
MEMORIAL SERVICE AT BRIXTON SYNAGOGUE 


A large and representative gathering, which filled the Brixton Synae 
soyye touts capacity. attended the Service there on Sunday, in memory 
of Mr. David Cope.. The Service was conducted by Dayan Dr. A. Feld- 
tnan, Rabbi M. Swift and the Rev. M. Morris, assisted by the Choir, under 
the direction of Mr. David Levine. The banners of the Maccabean Branch 
et the British Lemon and the South London Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s 
\ssociation, alraped im black, were held by standard bearers in the Syna- 
vogue, _Mrs.*Cope, the widow of the deceased, and a number of near 
relatives of the late Mr. Cope were present, as were also representatives 
of Institutions with whieh he was prominently identified and those 
representing the sporting professions. 

Dayan Dr. Feldman. if} the course of his address. said: “We aro 
asseinbled here to-day to give expression to the deep sense of loss 
telt by many institutions and individuals, and by this Congergation in 
particular, m the death of David Cope; to pay tribute to his goodness 
of heart and generosity of spirit, which won for him well-deserved admira- 
tion and gratitude in his life-tune and which will keep his memory fresh 
in many places and countless hearts which he helped to sustain, to 
comfort and to cheer. David Cope possessed a much-prized quality in 
the highest degree; he was blessed with a genuinely good heart, full of 
the milk of human kindness. He was a self-made man. By dint of his 
own energy and effort, aided by sound common sense and a cheery spirit 
of friendliness and camaraderie, he had lifted himself out from the hard 
struggles of youth and early manhood into a position of material success 
and comfort. But throughout his latter-day prosperity, he remembered 
the days of old; nay, more, he would recount them frequently to his 
friends. His benefactions to communal Institutions and leading Jewish 
eauses, religious, social and philanthropic, and his contributions to many 
non-Jewish charities are well known. In most of these cases, he not 
only gave himself but, by personal interest and personal effort, induced 
others to give with him. He was always cogitating and seeking out fresh 
methods of luring people into the art of giving. The Ezra Society in 
connection with the Home for Aged Jews, through which over £3,000 has 
already been collected, was a pet scheme of his invention, worked out in 
collaboration with his great friend, the late Rabbi Mishcon. He expended 
on it much thought, money and effort. He was overflowing with deeds 
of charitableness. I am told by those who knew him intimately that 
his business place was a kind of ‘‘Chamber of the Silent,’? where he 
dispensed charity to all sorts of callers, quietly, privately, in secret. His 
kindly nature could not withstand any appeal made to him. His death 
is widely mourned. His cheery countenance, his friendliness, his neigh- 
bourliness and, above all, his good heart, will be missed in many 
Institutions and many homes. But the Brixton Community has special 
cause to deplore the passing away of David Cope: Our sympathy goes 
out to the bereaved widow and the other mourners. It must be a source 


of consolation to them to know that their sense of loss is shared by such

The Problem of Defence 


AM very reluctant to recur to the controversy with Mr. H. G. 

Wells in which I was a recent and, having regard to my admira- 
tion for that writer, a not very happy participant. But Mr. Wells 
himself chose to renew the argument in his communication to 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, and compels me therefore to 
write what I hope will be a few final words by way of reply. Jews, 
he complains, write Gentile history and criticise Gentile institufions 
and they have consequently no right whatever to object to the 
converse process. I quite agree. But then they bave also the right 
to answer the Gentile criticismif they think it mistaken and unjust, 
just as the Gentile answers Jewish criticism. And when Gentile 
criticism runs to the length of denouncing the Jew as a parasite and 
a bad citizen, then the reply is apt to be heated. Mr. Wells is fully 
entitled to argue in favour of human unity. It is not necessary, in 
pursuit of that object, with which Judaism is nof out of sympathy, to 
contend that Jews are only held together by a tradition which is, in 
part at least, a tradition of acquisitiveness, and to brand Jews as a 
clever body of unconscionable money-spinners.

H® has come to the conclusion that the lions in the path of 
human unity are the “ Professional Champions " in the Jewish 
and non-Jewish worlds, who insist on standing up for us, “ men 
who live by exacerbating the stresses between Jew and Gentile, and 
promoting unjust and unwise boycotts and vindictive discrimina 
tions.” If that means anything, it means that not those who make 
attacks are the enemies of mankind, but those who dare to reply to 
them—a strange and peculiar proposition. Mr. Wells forgets that 
not all “champions” are paid for their efforts. Many of them are 
not paid, but are defending the things in which they devoutly 
believe. But are men who receive rewards for their champion. 
ship to be discredited on that account? 
interpolate here, | have never “lived” by professional champion. 
ship of Jews and Judaism. But if there are some who do, 
then I venture to submit that it is a little mean to pillory them for 
it. These men would include the Ministry, as well as professional 
writers, who ought not to be assumed to be writing dishonestly 
because they are paid for their work. After all, if professionalism 
is to be damned, then under the curse will come not only Jews 
but Prime Ministers, Kings, the occupant of the White House at 
Washington, Ambassadors, and Mr. Wells himself, who, I presume, 
does not disdain payment for books which champion contrary 
theories to those which Jewish protagonists maintain?

R. WELLS should give his opponents the credit for sincerity 

to which he is himself entitled. He should remember 

that they, like the persecutors for whom, in most cases, he finds 
excuses, were “defending beliefs that were really precious and 


sacred to them, or ingtitutions whose destruction would have 
been desolating to them.” I am profoundly sorry that Mr. Wells 


should have received menacing letters. No condemnation could be 
too strong for the worse than stupid people who mistake such 
persecution for argument. But it should, if | may say so, help to 
convince Mr. Wells of the unreasonableness of his own theory 

expounded in one of the articles to which | took objection—that 
“generally, there is a case for persecution.” IL would only add that 
I, for one, aud, I imagine many co-religionists with me, do not regard 
Mr. Wells as a man who bas consciously and deliberately set out to 
inflame feeling against the Jews. f do not challenge his right to 
examine and criticise what he calls Jewish isolationism. I believe 
that his motives are of the best.

It is said that publicity given to Fascists only serves as 
propaganda for them. That argument should be addressed to 
Parliament, and to the general Press which reports the debates on 
Fascism at great length and with as much prominence. It is, 
in my opinion, a fallacious argument, and an impossible one.

It is impossible, because Fascist proceedings would, in any case, 


sooner or later become public property, but in a manner more 
alarming because of the suppression that. was practised. It is 
fallacious, too, because the covering-up process would encourage 
Jews and Christians alike to live in a fool's paradise, with 
correspondingly dangerous reactions when the truth at last flashed 
on the victims. Anti-Semitism is a danger to the State. The 
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public in a democratic country must be made aware of that peril 
to its peace and good name. Itis a danger to Jews. The Jewish 
Community should be kept aware of the menace to its peace, that it 
may protect itself betimes. 


F the Jewish press refrained from reporting meetings, Fascist or 
anti-lascist, as well as questions and debates in Parliament, the 
general Press would not follow suit. It would still give them front- 
page publicity, and broadcast them in posters throughout the 
country. It is said that Jews who’ react indignantly to Fascist 
attacks are out to attack the freedom of newspapers and popular 
liberties. That is far from the truth. They are only anxious that 
liberty should not descend to licence, and that it should not be inter. 
preted as aright toinflict terror and outrage upon innocent men going 
about their lawful occasions. No sensible individual regards such a 
request as unreasonable, or as a disservice to the cause of Liberty, 
For a long time this journal

This “ quietism”’ did not appease 
It was only met by increased anti-Jewish activities— 
an increase in number and wicked recklessness—which have now 
grewn to such a pitch that the Home Secretary confesses to uneasi- 
ness, and the police have to be requisitioned in large numbers in 
order to keep the peace. But why not act privately, through the 
leaders of the Community. it is asked. That would be better, 
it is said, than holding anti-Fascist meetings, and getting mixed up 
in the present undignified fuss.

A Religious Picture of Long Ago

MSS, Numbers, chs. 30, v. 2-36, v. 13 


Phe prophetical readings for these weeks are from Jeremiah and 
I<aiah. Thew take us back to the days that preceded the overthrow 
ew Kingdom and the destruction of Jerusalem. During 
the penod ot the Three Weeks, we are wont to commemorate the sad 
events of that time and to take to our hearts the lessons embodied 
in the prophetical teaching. The fall of Israel, according to the 
prophets, was the natural sequel of thet revolt against the law and 
their defection from the Divine Commandments.

routine of exploitation, Oppressing the poor and robbing the orphan 
and taking bribes against the innocent? In the words of Amos: “The 
people sought the sanctuaries, but they did not seek God.” Or as 
Hosea CXPPesses it: “There. was no knowledge of God.” 

If true religion is absent, superstition often steps in where religion 
fails to move, and what the dietates of the moral law are powerless to 
eifect is often achieved by this other influence. More especially is 
this true of an agricultural community which feels the strange happen- 
ings of the natural order, Farmers are proverbial grumblers, but they 
have the nght to complain when drought, earthquake and other 
upheavals of nature come to disturb the ordinary march of times and 
seasons. We gather from the evidence of the prophets that the eighth 
century witnessed many strange phenomena. Plagues of locusts were 
& common occurrence in Palestine, and the prophet Joel tells us of the 
devastation left by such herdes. Drought and famine were frequent. 
History records a terrible earthquake in the days of Uzziah. There 
was an eclipse of the sun in the year 763. All these manifestations of 
the variety of the natural order affected a superstitious people, who 
would read them as the signs of Divine displeasure. But even their 
cumulative effect was not sufficient to stay the tide of irreligion. It 
required more than earthquake or drought or famine to rouse them 
from their complacency to serious introspection. Some rude awaken- 
ing had to come before the moral consciousness could be moved.

H. G. Wells and the Jews Charity Co-Ordination in the U.S.A,

Austria: The Pact with Germany 


—_—- 
Fears of Possible Consequences 


Profound uneasiness has been caused in Jewish circles by the 
announcement of the new Treaty between Germany and Austria, 
under which Germany undertakes to recognise the full sovereignty 
of Austria and each country undertake 


not to interfere in the 
internal politics of the other. 


While it is emphasised that Nazi 
activities in Austria will still be forbidden, it is felt that the Nazi 
position will be strengthened through the admission of Nazis to the 
Fatherland Front and by the Nazi abandonment « Anschluss 
agitation, which will enable them to concentrate on -ofher forms of 
Nazi propaganda, such as anti-Semitism, which would not be greatly 
objectionable to the Austrian Government. 

It is generally felt that although direct Nazi attacks on the 
Government will be stopped as a result of the agreement, Nazi 
influence in the country will be increased and the Nazi drive to 
convert Austria to the programme of the Third Reich will be greatly 
facilitated. 

Friends of the 17-years-oll Jewish swimming champion, Judith 
Deutsch, who has been disqualified by the Austrian sports authorities for 
two years for her refusal to take part in the Olympic Games in Berlin, 
are to appeal against her suspension to the Federal Court. 


POLAND 


“Normal” Life Continues 


Horrible Crime Committed by Schoolboys 
\From our Correspondent—WARsAWw | 

About 200 Jews were rendered homeless when anti Semites set 
fire to Jewish houses in Ostrowiec, Central Poland. The houses of 
twelve Jews were, burned down and many were injured in their 
efforts to escape. The fire broke out at about one o'clock in the 
morning. In Prasznic, thirty Jews were injured during serious 
riots which occurred on market-day, when several hundred anti- 
Semites attacked the Jews who attended. “Among those hurt was 
Etel Kirszenbaum, the 18-year old daughter of a local Jewish shop 
keeper, who received severe knife wounds. Two non-Jews who 
went to her assistance were also assaulted. 

A shocking crime was committed in Czerniakowski street, 
Warsaw, where a Jewish boy, aged 12, was drowned. The_ boy 
named Hermalin was playing football with some other boys from a 
Jewish school in the neig urhood, when acrowd of non-Jewish 
boys appeared and took the ‘Dall away. Hermalin endeavoured to 
get it back, but was pushed into a pond nearby. When he tried ‘o 
get out he was pushed in again and again until he drowned. 


CZECHOSltOVAKIA 


Jews Not to Compete at Berlin 

The Jewish Sports Club “ Hagibor,”’ of Prague, and the Bar 
Kochba Clubs of Bruo and Bratislava, have been disqualified for two 
years and fined 4,000 kronen each by the Czechslovak Swimming 
Union for refusing to send their star athletes to Berlin for the 
Olympic Games team. 

‘The Maccabi Union has protested against the suspension of the 
Clubs, and expresses its astonishment at such action in view of 
the fact that the Czechoslovak Olympie Committee had previously 
decided not to.exercise any compulsion on Jewish athletes in the 
matter. “ Public opinion will no dgubt realise,’ the Maccabi Union 
states, “ that Jewish athletes regarfl their non-participation in the 
Olympic Games as a matter of honour’ 

The Swimming Union gave the Clubs three days in which to 
pay the fine of 4,000 kronen. If the fine is not paid within that 
time, it may be changed to a disqualification for-one additional year, 

The Czechoslovakian authorities have warned a number of munici- 
palities on the border of Germany that they have no right to issue any 
certificates dealing with the ‘racial purity” of former residents. Any 
failure to observe this warning, it is pointed out, will lead to prosecution,

TRIBUTE TO PALESTINE JEWRY 
[From oi Corresponds nit. NEW YORK | 


At its Forty-seventh Annual Convention held recently at Cape 
May, New Jersey, the Central Conference of American Rabbis 
representative of Reform (Liberal) Jewry—heard a plea from one 
of its members, Rabbi William Rosenblum of New York, for a 
reorganisation of the structure of Reform Judaism through the 
creation of a Synod Council. Rabbi Rosenblum declared that the 
time had come to discard the policy of having autonomous congre- 
gations with each rabbi his own authority. The Synod Council, he 
suggested,should becomposed of delegates from the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, and from the Central Conference. Without 
becoming a hierarchy, such a body could “ re-integrate liberal 
Judaism in the United States and help to increase the numbers 
of adherents of Reform Judaism. 

A notable feature of the Copvention was a resolution on Peace, 
prepared by Rabbi Philip Apeastein of Rochester, New York, 
Chairman of the Committee for International Peace. Stating 
that the pursuit of peace is “in accordance with the highest 
interpretation of Judaisin,” the resolution asked that the United 
States Government grant to such Jews as are conscientious objectors 
to war, a status equal to that enjoyed by the Society of Friends 
(Quakers) and similar religious organisations. Other resolutions 
passed by the Conference, which re-elected Rabbi Felix A. Levy, of 
Chicago, as its President, called for a rejection of both Communism 
and Fascism ; an expression of regret at “ the strained relations now 
existing between the United Palestine Campaign and the Joint 
Distribution Committee; and a vigorous protest against the policies 
of nations that strike at the practice of religion, specifically the 
treatment of Catholics in our sister republic of Mexico. ride also 
was expressed in the “fine spirit of restraint and calm which has 
characterised the great mass of Palestine Jewry during the present 
crisis." 

Acting in accordance with the suggestion made by Dr. Levy in 
his Presidential address, the Conference appointed a committee to 
meet with the leaders of the United Palestine Campaign and the 
Joint Distribution Committee in an effort to compose their 
differences,

At the half-vearly Conference last week in Amsterdam of the 
Central Commission for’ General Jewish Affairs (‘Duteh Jewry's 
representative body’, a petition signed by seventy leading Jews 
urging the commission to appoint a delegate oflicially to represent 
Dutch Jewry at the forthcoming World Congress was discussed. 

The President informed the gathering that the matter had 
already received Serious consideration bys the Commission and its 
Executive, bit both bodies vir wed the suggestion with sceplic ism.

Is there anything that we Jews can do in the face of the growing 
dislike tor us as members ot a distinct Croup, or must we rely entirely 
on the tender mereies of our neighbours until the storm blows over? 
These are Stions which being asked, the Toe, as our 
youth, coming to grips with the realities of life, meets with rebuffs in 
the protessiong, with discrimination m employment, and with race bias 
in most social circles, 


Moreover, the paper continues, these are questions which cannot be 
answered merely negatively, that is, by pomting to things which should 
not be done. Thev bring no results. The first line of defence against 
anti-Semitisin,. 1s, the writer thinks, more books, pamphlets, magazine 
and newspaper articles, explanatory of the Jewish pont of view and 
presenting our side, To a great extent, anti-Semitism 1s rooted in 
inoranee, and when this ignorance is dispelled, half the battle 1s won.

Country’s Trade Seriously Affected

WHAT GOVERNMENT INDECISION HAS COST 


This wook, tho thirteenth since the outbreak of disorder, shows fitts 
change in the position. Frequent ambushes have made the work of the 

military singularly difficult. it is becoming more and moro realised that, 
| had an uncompromising firmness been displayed by the Administration 


during the first weeks of the unrest, the agitators would have boen 
unable to develop their mischief, and the strike and the subsequent 
lawlessness would have come to a speedy end, 

Disturbing revelations are made by tho official trade figures for th2 
firsi four months of this year (printed on another page), which show 
how seriously the trade of Palostine is sufforing from the prolonecd 
unrest. Exports for April (when tho trouble started) are down by 
79.5 per cont., as compared with tho previous year. The Arab strike 
and the general unrest are not only bringing economic ruin to the 
Arab population, but to the country's trade as a whold.

An ambush attack was made last week on a car containing 
Jewish workers employed at an American stone quarry near Arza, 
who were returning from work to Jerusalem. Shots were fired at 
them from short range and the workers crawled under fire from the 
"bus back to the concrete building of the quarry. One worker, Yosef 
Katz, aged 19, an electrician, was killed instantly and five others 
were wounded. The inhabitants of Subah, a village near by, bad 
recently warned the quarry owners that an attack was imminent. 

Twenty soldiers, who arrived immediately on the scene by air, 
pursued the Arabs across the valley in the direction of Ain Karem 
and surrounded a house where four Arabs had taken refuze. 


tn The funeral of Katz took place on Friday evening. His father, 
an old settler from Russia, is employed at the Palestine Potash 
Company. 


A convoy travelling from Haifa to Tel-Aviv, last Friday, was 
ambushed twice, the first attack taking place at Deressheraf. A 
driver was twounded in the arm, and Baruch Benami, aged 382, a 
well-borer, was killed when a ‘bus overturned. Three Jews, two 
soldiersand a British constable, were slightly wounded. Military 
returned the fire, killing four Arabs. Half-an-hour later the convoy 
was againambushed, but this time no casualties occurred. 

A convoy bound for the north was also attacked near Jenin, 
states Palcor. A Jew, who is still unidentified, was killed and five 
Jews were slightly wounded. Tie military pursued the gang. 

Isaac Cohen, a 64-years-old merchant of Jerusalem, was fired 
at twice by an Arab near a store in Mamillah Road, Jerusalem, on 
Sunday. The assailant escaped. Mr. Cohen, who was wounded in 
the thigh, was taken to the Hadassah Hospital. 

Moshe Mizrachi, the Jewish watchman who was wounded five 
weeks ago by an R.A.F. wireless operator near Rishon-le-Zion, 
died on Wednesday in the. Hadassah Hospital at Tel-Aviv, despite 
desperate efforts to save his life. He was thirty years old. 

As a result of the repeated firing on military patrols on the hills 
to the east of Lydda, troops searched the village of Qula on Sanday, 
and on meeting with resistance fired several shots which killed a 
woman and a child and seriously wounded another woman. Three 
men were also wounded, one of them serious'y. 

A drive was made on Monday afternoon by troops and police 
through hills between Nazareth and Safed in order to round up a 
band of Arabs responsible for much of the recent shooting round 
Safed. After a long chase over the hills, it was broken up and 
dispersed. Two Arabs were killed. 

There were no casualties among the troops or police, but while 
the former were returning a lorry overturned and a sergeant of the 
York and Lancaster Regiment was, unfortunately, killed” in the 
accident.

An instance of intimidation of villagers by bandits is reported by 
THE Times Jerusalem Correspondent, writing on Monday, who 
recounts that bandits after having picketeall the exits from the 
village of Mujeidal, near Nazareth, extortelasum estimated at more 
than £760 from the inhabitants. Troops and police subsequently 
surrounded the village and lined up the whole male population. Of 
these, seven were identified as having been members of the band 
and were arrested. 

The matriculation examination for pupils of secondary schools 
began in Jerusalem on Monday. Of seventy-one Arab male candi. 
dates, only five presented themselves. and the number was reduced 
to two at the afternoon session. Most of the Arab candidates 
must certainly have been intimidated, as with few exceptions the 
seventy-one had told their headmasters that they intended to sit for 
the examination. About half the Jewish candidates also absented 


themselves for fear of possible igcidents, especially those from Tel-— 


Aviy and the colonies. 
Emergency Regulations Entorced 

The District Court at Nablus has sentenced three Arabs who 
were found in possession of arms, to seven years luprisonment 
plan Judge Cressal holding that the court was bound to impose. at 
least the minimum penalty of. five years under the emergency 
‘regulations. This is contrary to the recent decision of Judge 
Plunkett, in the Jerusalem Court, who declared that the Court was 
not bound to impose the minimum penalty, which he considered 
excessive, and gave two years in a similar case. 

Three cases involving Arabs who were found in possession of 
arms and ammunition were heard at Jerusalem Court on Monday 
morning. An Arab accused of attempting to throw a bomb at Jewis! 
labourers near a quarry outside Jerusalem, was sentenced to eight 
years’ hard Jabour. Another was sentenced to five years hard 
labour for being in possession of ammunition; while a_ third, 
an Arab café-owner of Romema, in whose house the military had 
found a revolver after the explosion of a bomb in that quarter, was 
acquitted for lack of corroborative evidence indicating that the 
revolver belonged to him.

Judge Copland severely 
reprimanded the Arab witnesses for the prosecution, who had given, 
false evidence. 

In acquitting a Jew, Frankenthal, who was arrested on a charge 
made by Arabs that he was responsible for the murder of Reuben 
Klapholtz in the old city of Jerusalem, in May, the British magis- 
trate, Mr. Burke, said: “I never saw such clumsy and obvyioug

THE HIGH COMMISSIONER'S BROADCAST 


Misguided Gentleness and Its Reward 


The Cost of Appearing Weak 


The broadcast speech of the High Commissioner, published in 
your columns last week, when analysed, reveals like an \-ray the 
fundamental errors in judgment, the hopeless misunderstanding 
and the utterly wrong policy of the Palestine Government which 
lie at the root of the present tragic conditions of this country. It 
is worth examining his words for the light they throw on that

[ believe evervone knows that Government has the power and 
will use its power to. put afi « nd to these e¢riminal acts and restore 
peace, he said but the question i8s WHY, Witt the power at its 
disposal to prevent the mura r and death of forty Jews and twice that 


number of misguided Arabs, the Government weakly hesitated so 
long. The week of April 20th to 27th was the time to quell disorders 
if. as the High Commissioner now says, Iam not only concernedto 
bring about peaee, bul also to bring peace qui Kly. There is 
absolutely no reason in the world why that peace should not have 
been established in the first plac e. 

The present disorders are not caused, as so many propagandists 
would have us. believe; by the sudden bursting forth of pent-up 
ori vances, terme nting over a number of years in the breasts of the 
Arab population. The present conditions have been brought about 
by the Government's failure to crush at the outset the carefully 
prepared propaganda and the terrorist activities of a few hundred 
gunmen, working in conjunction with political adventurers and 
made use of by Arab political cateerists, who keep carefully L of 
harm’s way. 

Politics of the suavyely diplomatic brand are futile in the East; 
the gnly man who was respected and obeyed here was Djemal Pasha 
who, with a handful of Turkish zaptfichs, armed with nothing more 
formidable than whips, kept the peace of Palestine with a firm hand. 


The High Commissioner started his broadcast by saying that be. 


felt “there are one or two misconceptions that still exist in the 
minds of certain people, and several facts that are not fully 
appreciated,’ and went on to instance one misconception as being 
* that some ignorant people seem to think that Government uses 
force wanfonly and ruthlessly, and thatave employ troops without 
consideration and for no good purpose.” 

Those with a clearer understanding of conditions now ruling in 
Palestine will appreciate the absurdity of this apologetic attitude. 
No Arabs, save those who have fomented and maintained the violence, 
have complained of military force. Why seek to mollify the gunmen 
and racketeers who fire at the troops, snipe at defenceless Jewish 
passengers, throw bombs into schools and kindergartens (and even 
into a well-known hospital in Jerusalem) and blow up railway 
bridges? Why this shamefaced deference to outlaws? The gun- 
men just laugh at this sort of thing and feel strengthened in their 
murderous intentions. 


It took the Government almost three months to throw a cordon 
round the Nablus-Tul Karm hills in order to smoke out the defiant 
rebels; it took months before restrictive measures were enacted, 
and they have not yet been enforced: and for almost two months 


the High Commissioner parleyed with an amused Arab High 


Committee that laughed at him up their sleeves and gleefully mis- 
interpreted his gentle politeness as encouragement to defy law and 
order. 


Palestine has nevér been more in need of a firm and determined 


ruler than at this time; a ruler knowing his own mind and acting 


with unwavering determination to exterminate violence, with no 
attempt to apologise for his actions. The murderers of forty Jews, 
and the Arab High Committee which’ sponsored the stoppage which 
subsequently developed into guerrilla warfare, have never apologised 
for their acts; on the contrary, they glory in them as an expression 
of “the will of the people.” It is high time that Sir Arthur 


Wauchope should wake up to the realities of the situation in Palestine 
and strike at the root of unrest. :

The Jaffa Demolition Case 
POLITICAL CAPITAL FOR ARABS 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


‘The sensation last week throughout Palestine was the stern 
rebuke administered by the High Court of Palestine, consisting 
of the Chief Justice, His Honour Sir Michael. McDonnell, and M 
Justice R. J. Manning, to the Palestine Government for haying failed 
clearly to state the precise nature of the demolition of houses in th: 
old city of Jaffa. * 

In particalarly forceful language, the Chief Justice in one 
judgment and the Senior Puisne Judge in another have made i! 
quite clear that “it would be a negation of justice if in a glaring 
case of evasiveness such as that before us, this High Court did not 
speak its mind freely. ... «. The Petitioner has done a publi 
service in exposing what I am bound to call the singularly disin. 
genuous lack of moral courage displayed by the Administration in 
the whole matter.’ 

What had happened was this: A Christian Arab lawyer, name! 
Moghannem Elias Moghannem, applied to the High Court for an 
Order Nisi,-or a temporary injunction, restraining the Governmen! 
or military authorities from proceeding with the demolition of a 
house belonging to a — in Jaffa, and later filed a number ot 
other applications. On Return Day, this advocate’s main contention 
was that the Government had not acted in conformity with the 
‘Town Planning Ordinance in serving notices of eviction upon tenants, 
as they were unsigned, nor were the terms of the Emergency 
Regulations uuder the Palestine (Defence) Order-in-Council adhered 
to since they provide “that the High Commissioner may... if be 
thinks it mecéssary for the purposes of the defence of Palestine, 
cause any buildings to be pulled down and removed.” Counse! 
argued that this meant the external defence of Palestine. The 
judgment also noted that the demolition was ordered for purposes 
of defence and not for carrying out improvements, as the Official 
Communique on the matter had stated. 

Moreover, no regulations had been made by the High Com- 
missioner, although mention of their need is made in the Emergency 
Regulftions, prescribing the manner in which compensation is 
payable out of public funds to “every person .. . whose property 
or goods ... are destroyed by virtue of the Order.” 

Although the Order Nisi was discharged, the Chief Justice 
marked his disapproval by doing so without costs, and advised 
counsel for the petitioner to seek a refund of the costs. 

The Arabs have not failed to use the opportunity offered by the 
High Court, and have issued a booklet containing the judgment in 
which the criticism of the Administration is singled out for heavy- 
type prominence, and headlines are used which indicate the 
political reaction caused. Mr. Justice Manning, similarly, had 
some bitterly frank things to say, not the least being a reference to 
the vagaries in procedure reminiscent of Charles Dickens's “ Circum- 
locution Office.”

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Latest Trade Figures for 1936 
ALARMING DECREASE IN EXPORTS 


Official figures issued in Jerusalem concerning trade in Pales. 
tine during April 1956, and the first four months of the year show 
very clearly the disastrous effect of the disorders o:. ; 
life of the countrys. \ 

Imports of merchandise into Palestine for April showed a 
decrease of 25.1 per cent. as compared with imports in April 1935, 
while the total exports of merchandise of domestic nrodyte for 

-April had decreased by 79.5 per cent. as compated with the previous 
vear. 

Imports of mercliandise for the first four months of the vear 
have dropped by 16.9 per cent. since 1935, but have risen by 6.2 per 
cent. since the same period in 1954. 

The exports of merchandise of domestic produce for the first 
four months of 1936 showed a decrease of 30.2 per cent. and of 7.5 
per cent. since 1935 and 1934 respectively. Exports of raw materials. 
however, are showing an increase of 83.9 per cent. over the firs 
months of 1935.

FOUR YEARS OF ACTIVITY

(pon the completion of the fourth year of its existence in June 
1936, the Central Bureau for Economic Information which is 
conducted by the American Economic Committee for Palestine, 
announces that it has dealt with a total of 8,116 inquiries. 

Of these, 4,455 inquiries were from persons in the “ capitalist 
category who came in person or sent representatives; 801 involwed 
employ ment and miscellaneous economic matters ; 
received by mail from abroad and Palestine.

Of the 4,455 capitalist inquiriers, 3,535 declared their aggregate 
capital to be £13,101,635, or an average of about £3,700 each. 

The inquiries received by the Bureau during the four vears 
originated from 53 countries, the principal countries being 
Germany, Poland, the United States of America, Austria, Czecho- 
Blovakia, Rumania, Latvia and Lithuania. 

The Bureau recently opened new offices at 57, Nahlath Benjamin 
Street, Tel-Aviv. 


No Cost to British 
PALESTINE TO PAY FOR DISTURBANCES 

A Stfplementary Estimate for the year ending March 31st, 1937, 
which was published in a White Paper issued on Monday, reveals 
that for the defence of Palestine and Transjordan £50,000 more is 
needed. 

It has be decided that the Palestine Government shall, in 
principle, be fiable for the whole of the excess cost of the Army 
troops stationell in Palestine, and also for the capital cost of works 
Bervices in Palestine. It is estimated that in 1936, as in 1935, the 
liability will be met in full. 

it is interesting to note by way of comparison with the £50,000 
required for Palestine defence, that in the same supplementary a 
total of £59,000 is set aside for a new Legation in Athens and the 
purchase of a site and erection ofan Embassy in Nanking.

Scandinavian Zionist Conf erence 
“HMACHSHARAH" WORK IN DENMARK 


The First Conference of the newly-created Zionist Federation 
of Scandinavia has been held in Copenhagen over the week-end, 
under the Chairmanship of Professor Hugo Valentin, of Sweden. 
Twenty-six delegates from Denmark, Sweden and Norway attended, 
and Mr. hurt Blumenfeld represented the Zionist Executive at the 
Conference. 

A special report on Hachsharah work in Denmark -was 
submitted by Mr. Slor, President of the Zionist Federation of 
Denmark. From the very beginning of the Hitler regime in 
Germauvy, Danish Zionists, in co-operation with the Copenhagen 
Jewish community, began to provide agricultural training facilities 
for German Chalutzim who were placed on Danish farms. Th 
Danish farmers, the report points out, are showing great apprecia 
tion ofthe work of the Chalutzim, and the demand among farmers for 
German Chalutzim has greatly increased, The Danish Government 
authorities, too, have shown great sympathy. and since 1935 have 
given permission for 536 Chalutzim from Germany to be trained on 
Danish farms. 520 of these lave already been sent to Palestine;

Dutch Protest Against Disorders 


[From our Correspondent AMSTERDAM, 


Several organisations, including the Netherlands Zionist 
Federation, combined last week for the purpose of publicly demon- 
strating Dutch Jewry’s condemnation of Arab lawlessness in 
Palestine. More than 2,000 attended the mass meeting, which was 
presided over by Senator S. Van den Bergh.

JEWS AND CHUETAS IN MAJORCA 


The Jews of Majorca, by A. Lionel Isaacs (Methuen and Co., Ltd, 
8s. 6d. net.). | 


The Chuetas of Majorca, by Baruch Braunstein (The Mennonit: 
Publishing House, Scottdale, Pa., 2.50 dollars). 


The sunultaneous publication of these two works is svmptomati 
om the utter and wasteful lack of orgamsation in the held of Jewis! 
studies. There has never yet been published any work in English: 
on the Jews and crypto-Jews of Majorca. Now. two volumes on that 
subject, both based on onginal sources and covering much the same 
zround, have appeared within a week or two of one another. 

Mr. Isaacs’ handsomely produced and illustrated volume is the 
more comprehensive of the two in its scope.

—not, indeed, back to the earliest times. as 
it should have done. but from the period of the Spanish Conquest in 
the thirteenth century.

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Parliamentary Debate—Full Report 


The last week has shown a steady growth in the terror activities of 
the Fascists in England, especially in North and East London. Not only 
are these activities increasing in extent; they are also increasing in daring. 
General incitement is now accompanied by gross: personal slanders on 
well-known individual Jews. Our area reports show that when these 
anti-Semitic attacks are not rebutted on the spot and when no counter- 
meeting is subsequently held, the crowd accepts the Fascist lies as true 
and takes silence for consent. 

John Beckett, the editor of the ‘,Blackshirt’’ and ‘‘Action,’’ which 
are the official organs of the British Union of Fascists, has been arrested 
for being involved in what the magistrate called a ‘‘vulgar brawi'’ at a 
Fascist meeting at Hampstead. He was fined 40s. and bound over to 
be of good behaviour for twelve months, the magistrate telling him that 
he was ‘‘extremely fortunate’’ not to have been charged with assault. 

Mr. Neville Laski, the President of the Board of Deputies, accom- 
panied by colleagues, was received by Sir John Simon, the Home 
Secretary, last week. 

On Friday of last week, the House of Commons spent five hours 
discussing the revolutionary terror tactics of the Fascists in this country. 
Th: terror was proved up to the hilt; indeed, it was admitted by the 
Home Secretary himself, who once more expressed ‘‘deep concern.’’ 
Even cases of gross physical violence to Jews in quiet streets were related, 
and more than one Member confessed his fear that there would be a 
pogrom in the East End of London if immediate action were not taken. 
The publication of the notorious ‘‘blood libel’’ in the ‘'Fascist’’ was 
referred to, and it is announced that the Attorney General is considering 
legal proceedings. 

Sir John Simon's reply to the debate was far from reassuring. He 
complained of the difficulty of obtaining evidence, and asked for public 
assistance in this respect. He defended the police against the charge 
of partiality. Important people, he said, interested in the matter, 
including those who spoke with very great authority in respect of East 
End Jewish organisations, had ured him that so far as they were 
concerned they made no allegation of prejudice or bias against the police. 

The Board of Deputies meets next Sunday. On the agenda is a 
motion by Mr. Turner-Samuels ‘‘that this Board is of opinion that it 
is in the interest of the Tommunity that the function and duty of com- 
bating anti-Jewish action and propaganda in this country should be 
handed over to an ‘ad hoc’ Committee on the lines already suggested 
by Sir Robert Waley Cohen.’’ 


Letters are still pouring into this office urging immediate action by 
the leaders of the Community. 


GRAVE ANXIETY IN PARLIAMENT 
Police Conduct Impugned 


Lite debate in. the House of Commons ast was cpp by 
Mr. D. N. Pritt, Labour Member for Hamuiersimith North, who 
moved a reduction of £100 on the vote for the expenses ot the Metro- 
pohtan Police administration. There were two points that he wanted 
to make. “The first,”’-he said, “is that police action in recent times 
has been steadily crushing the ordinary freedom of expression of 
political views, and the second is that the eonduet. of the pohee in 
dealing with the activities of the various bodies which come under the 
feneric name ol Fascists lias been such as to cause a vreat deal of 
disturbance and anxiety and to give grave reasons to suspect that 
somewhere there is some influence working on the police to make them 
ee to the Fascists.” 

His argument was not allowed a smooth course. When he had 
been speaking for twenty minutes, it was objected that he had referred 
to the conduct of Provincial police, for which the Home Secretary 
was not directly responsible. It was agreed, however, tliat part of 
the money voted went to the Provincial police, and that the Home 
Office was responsible for their efficiency. It was therefore in order 
to discuss their etticiency, which the Deputy Chairman (Capt. Bourne) 
defined as “whether the mn are properly drilled, properly trained 
and properly clothed.” 
Mr. Pritt: “Is it part of the efficiency of the Oxford City police 
loree which we are allowed to criticise here that a police officer 
reluses to apprehend identifiable persons alleged to be guilty of 
causing gnevous bodily harm?” 

The Deputy Chairman: “No, it is not.”

They, undoubtedly aimed at Y ing the orgamsation and 
administration of the police service. They aimed at purifying its 
administration. There were suggestions of corruption, which I think 
were vastly exaggerated, but there were suggestions of that character, 
and no doubt there has been a clean up. 


The Military Organisation of the Blackshirts 


“There is, however, a real danger in aiming at efficiency of 
‘moving the traditional character of our force and of making them teo 
flicent and more military, and less like the police of our old English 
tradition. I admit that at the present time they have extraordinarily 
difficult problems to deal with. I represent an East End district. In 
the thirty years’ experience that I have had of it we have been 
extremely free—and my right hon. Friend the Member for Bow and 
Bromley (Mr. Lansbury) will bear me out-—from riots, especially race 
riots. Men of alien origin have been able to live alongside their British 
friends without friction and bad blood. Since the War we have had 
the phenomena of the Fascists, a body of alien origin making very little 
app@al to the ordinary English elector. I remember an excellent debate 
we had in the last Parliament when it was decided, on the whole, to 
ignore the Fascists, to take no drastic proceedings, and to give them 
no unnecessary advertisement. My view is that they have made very 
little progress in popular favour since they have been established. 

“Unfortunately, they are resorting now to methods that are 
inritating, annoying and stirring up bad feelings. I have been present 
at at least one of their meetings. They commence by annoying the 
populace by marching in military formation and wearing uniforms: 
ot semi-military character, headed by a’ band and taking a very aggres- 
sive attitude. The one thing the East End does not like is the military 
When there is any trouble at the docks, everybody knows that the 
one thing to do is to keep away the soldiers, There is something in 
our free traditions in Great Britain that dishkes military organisation. 


‘The very fact that the members of this body wear uniforms and march

Duchess of Atholl on “Incitement to Violence ” 


This speech was reinforced by the Duchess of Atholl (Con.. Kinross 
and West Perth), who referred particularly to Col. Seton Hutchison 
and his National Workers’ Party.

“There is, however, a real danger in amning at efficiency of 
emoving the traditional character of our force and of making them too 
ficient and more military, and less like the police of our old English 
tradition. T admit that at the present time they have extraordinarily 
difficult problems to deal with. I represent an East End district. In 
the thirty years’ experience that 1 have had of it we have been 
extremely free—and my right hon. Friend the Member for Bow and 
Bromley (Mr. Lansbury) will bear me out-—from riots, especially race 
riots. Men of alien origin have been able to live alongside their British 
friends without friction and bad blood. Since the War we have had 
the phenomena of the Fascists, a body of alien origin making very little 
appeal to the ordinary English elector. I remember an excellent debate 
we had in the last Parliament when it was decided, on the whole, to 
ignore the Fascists, to take no drastic proceedings, and to give them 
no unnecessary advertisement. My view is that they have made very 
little progress in popular favour since they have been established. 

“Unfortunately, they are resorting now to methods™that are 
ritating, annoying and stirring up bad feelings. I have been present 
at at least one of their meetings. They commence by annoying the 
populace by marching in military formation and wearing uniforms 

ol semi-military character, headed by a band and taking a very aggres- 
sive attitude. The one thing the East End does not lke is the military 
When there is any trouble at the docks, everybody knows that the 
one thing to do is to keep away the soldiers. There is something in 

our free traditions in Great Britain that dislikes military organisation. 

The very fact that the members of this body wear uniforms and march 
in military formation is provocative in itself to the public at large. 
One of their meeting places is Victoria Park Square. ‘ A large van 

looking like a police van, which in itself is irritating, arrives on the 
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scene with a spot light, and in due course there marches on the scene 
the military organisation of the Blackshirts. The next thing that, 
happens is that a body of police arrives. If the police do not arrive 
there is a lear of not, but if they do arrive the general impression is 
that they are there to give special pretection to these organised semi- 
military bands,

“REAL TERROR OF THE JEWS” 
Geo. Lansbury Fears a Pogrom 


Mr. George Lansbury (Lab., Bow and Bromley) followed and 
asked the Home Secretary: “Do you send competent note-takers to 
Fascist meetings, and have you the same record of what their speakers 
say that you used to have, and I believe now have, of what. Com- 
munist speakers say? That is a very important part of this business. 
I maintain that if note-takers were at the Fascist meetings, the state- 
ments that they Make would immediately bring them to the notice 
of the Public Prosecutor.” 

He then referred to the “real terror of the Jewish population” in 
the East End. Speaking with a life-long knowledge of East London, 
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he feared that “there will one of these days be such an outburst as few 
of us would care to contemplate.” Here 1s his speech : 

“There is, I believe, in nearly every East End district, east of 
Aldgate. real terrol the Jewish population. ‘The Home secre: 
tary and the Home Office generally ought before this to have been 
able to put a stop.to what happens not once, but at regular mtervals 
in certain parts of the East End. Reference has already been mace 
about the bands and how these gentlemen arrive, but ordinary citizens 
in other parts of the country do not understand how the sellers of 
literature go into a market-place full of Jewish traders and use the 
most foul language to them. I have taken the trouble this morning to 
inquire from reputable people whether this sort of thing still con- 
tinues. and I am assured that it goes on at regular weekly intervals. 
These men go down the stfeet offering their paper. and at the same

It is clear from the experience of a number of these meetings that the 
stewards who are engaged by this particular party are not tit to 
discharge the duties of stewards in a civilised manner in a civilised 
country. That is the simple proposition to which I hope the Home

Mr. Sorensen Returns to the Attack 


Mr. Sorensen {Lab., Leyton, W.) retarned to the attack, saying: 
“It sounds rather strange to hear of a perfectly courteous interjyector 
at a meeting being taken out of the meeting by the police while the 
speaker himself was indulging in language which even the Home Secre- 
tary admits would be hkely to cause a breach of the peace. If the 
Home Secretary were to disguise himself and co to one ot} these meet- 
ings, and were to hear himself being denounced in violent language, 
he would be inclined to interject. I have here an instance of what I 
mean. At Brondesbury on 20th May this year, a Fascist meeting was 
taking place. My informant, who is a law student at London Univer- 
sity, declared that he heard this statement made by the speaker : that 
the child of a Christian marriage was. no better than an animal. 
quoting a supposed saying from the Talmud: that Jews were brought 
up to believe that all Christians were illegitimate and that in the 
Jewish Kol Nidre Service it was stated that Jews had perfect freedom 
to swindle and rob Christians. Another person informed tne that at 
a meeting he heard a speaker refer to ‘Jews, Communists and other 
scum, and mention by name a number of well-known,Jewish persons, 
including possibly some who sit on the other side gf the House, and 
say they were a lot of hook-nosed, yellow-skinned, dirty Jewish swine. 
I am sure the Home Secretary will agree that if a crowd gathers and 
listens to such statements they are almost entitled to interject. I am 
‘not now speaking of organised interruption, which I repudiate quite 
as strongly as the Hon. Member for Dundee (Mr. D. Foot). If they 
do interject, surely if there be any exercise of power on the part of the 
police it should be rather to pull up the speaker than to pull out the 
interrupter. In many cases, ordinary decent citizens who have been 
attracted by some noise at a street corner, and whose ears have been 
offended by what is almost obscene language, have been taken away 
by the police or warned by the police merely because they objected 
to a fouling of the liberty-loving air of this country. 

“T was gratified to hear the words uttered by the Home Secretary 
a short time ago. We all appreciate that he is doing his best, and I 
want to say again very earnestly, both on my own part and on the 
part of my party, that we make no general charge against the police.”

EDITOR OF “BLACKSHIRT” FINED 


John Beckett in a “Vulgar Brawl” 


. J.P. SAYS HE WAS EXTREMELY FORTUNATE 


John Beckett, forty-one, ex-Socialist: M.P., now connectea with 
the British Union of Fascists and cdr of then periodicals, the 
SLACKSHIRE and Acrion, and. Anthony Yates, twenty-two, were 
charged at Hampstead Pplice Court on Wednesday. morning with 
behaving in a manner whereby a breach of the peace might have 
been caused at a Fascift meeting on Parhament Hill Fields last 
Sunday afternoon. The Chairman of the Bench was Mr. J.P. R. Lyell. 
Mr. G. J. Cussen prosecuted for the Comnuussioner of Police, arfd 
Capt. Lewis appeared for Beckett. 

Mr. Cussen, out ining the case, said on July 12th. police officers 
were in attendance at about 3.15 in:-the atternoon at a mecting held 
by the Fascist Organisation, at which some 200 persons congregated, 
apart from those who were engaged in organising the meeting. After 
the meeting had begun, there was some shouting, and during the lulv 
Inspector Gillies heard Yates call out “Beckett only left the Labour 
Party because they — not give him enough money.” Beckett 
was in attendance at th® meeting. There was a certain amount of 
calling out when this remark was passed, and the Inspector then 
saw Yates step forward into the open space by the platform and 
Beckett strike him with his left fist. Yates retalated, and a tight 
ensued, in which two other men joined. 

Mr. Cussen was desired by those instructing him to make it clear 
in open court that the view which was taken by the authorities in 
these matters was a grave one, 

Inspector Gillies said he pushed his way through the crowd and 
told.the two defendants to stop fighting. Yates at once stopped, bug 
Beckett pushed against him and seemed intent on continuing to 
fight. 
~ PC. Gibbons corrobofated the Inspector’s evidence, and said that 
the meeting was developing into a free fight. ; : 

When Beckett went into the witness-box to give evidence, Capt. 
Lewis asked that his private address should not be given. Mr. Lyell: 
“Why?” Capt. Lewis said he might be molested. The magistrate 
said he saw no reason why Beckett's address should not be given, 

Mr. Lvell, the Chairman of the Bench, described the affair as 
“a mere vulgar brawl,” and said it was an intolerable state of affairs 
that there should be disturbances like that.

Wm. Joyce Howled Down 
POLICE ACTION AROUSES INDIGNATION 


Willhiain Jovee, Director of Propaganda of 11 ish ‘ion of 
Fascists, was unsuccesstul m his niceting at Pratt Street, Down, 
ti Tuesday nicht. He ehatlenged ar Wie he ric he heard. 

Two vans disgorged some twenty Fascists who ranged themselves 
around the loudspeaker van from the top of which Joyee gave “the 
message of National Socialism.” No sooner had he opened his mouth 
than the interruptaons commenced, ITnimediately, additional police 
were dratted In trom the surrounding streets, and thes proceeded to 
attempt to silence the interrupters, So great was the indignation 
aroused by their action that members of the audience protested that 
they would reluse to pay ther rates to support ~ the friends of 
Fascism.” One man with a powerful voice was making himself heard 
very clearly, so. much so, that an Inspector came up to him and told 
him to remain silent “if you know what's good for you.” There were 
a number of professional boxers among the Blackslurts, including one 
Dixie Dean. He and a few others approached the protesting audience, 
which became provoked, and a struggle took place.. It was noticeable 
that the police did not attempt to keep these Fascist. provocateurs 
away. 

‘The ery of “Jew-baiter” was frequently heard and this was taken 
up whole-heartedly by the audience. It was noticeable that the greater 
part of the audience was composed ot Gentiles, and that they were 
most prominent in shouting “Jew-banter. ’ As he continued his hymn 
of hate. the attitude of the audience became increasingly threatening. 
More police were drafted in, who immediately set to work to disperse 
the crowd. It must be clearly stated that the audience of some 2% 
people did not want to hear Joyce at all. _ Throughout the evening, 
sing-song cries of “Get down! Get down!” were trequent, and also 
shouts of “Close the meeting down.” If there had been no police present, 
no Fascist meeting could have taken place. ; 

Joyce has a very ugly scar on the right side of his face. He blamed 
the Jews for that, and he said: “I look to the day when the scar will 
be the only mark left by the vermin Jewry here in England.” The 
crowd roared back: “Jew-baiter! You got that scar as a member of 
the Black and Tans baiting the Irish.” He drew a distinction between

Fruit Flans 


THE pastry used for flans is very similar to shortcrust except that it 
contains sugar and is mixed with egg yolk and very little water, this 
makes it shorter and more ‘biscuity. 

Flan rings are very inexpensive (cither plain on fluted; they can be 
bought from 6d. to 9d., according to size), but ordinary deep sandwich 
tins can be used if the flan rings are not available. 

If a sandwich tin is being used line the bottem with greased papor. 
If a flan ring, put a piece of greased paper over a baking sheet and place 


the creased ring on top.

The Hospital is in urgent need of £500,000 At 
present, several of its wards are wet ually attics .with sloping roofs and 
tumble-down chimnevs, which, however romantic they may appear, make 
work in a great national teaching hospital unnecessanly dificult. The 
dispensary under the present arrangement ts congested, so that great 
delav is often unavoidable im the preparation ot out patients’ prescriptions, 

To visit the old part ot Guy's Hospital, with its small dark, 
inethiciently equipped bathrooms, its Many passages and countless steps, 
and then to proceed to Nuffield House, the new paying patients’ wing 
endowed by Lord Nuftield and opened last December, 1s to pass from 
historical to modern times. And. yet the same medical, surgical and 
clinical requirements for the patients are provided in both departments, 
but the additional labour and tume in the old buildings are a constant 
strain on the staff. Many Jewish patients are treated at the Hospital. 
and a great many attend the out-patients’ department. The Hospital 
has the largest dental clinic of any hospital in London, and not only do 
a great manv Jewish patients attend.the clinic, but im addition a large 
proportion of the dentists who quality there are Jews. Guy's Hospital 
thus makes a verv proper appeal for Jewish support. Several well-known 
Jewish ladies and gentlemen have lent their names to its Appeal Com- 
mittee, and the Hospital earnestly hopes that the Jewish public will 
respond generously to the Appeal.

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A Water Tunnel 
By AUNTIE 


HE problem of providing Jerusalem 
with an adequate supply of water is 
an ancient one and it has not vet 
fully solved although consider- 
able progress has been made since the War. 
In Biblical days it was also a pressing question, 
as the city was lable to be besieged and the 
inhabitants would not have access to its most 
important supply, a spring which lay outside 
the city walls. It was when Jerusalem was 
threatened with one such siege by the 
Assyrians, that King Hezekiah, as we read in 
the Book of Kings, “made the pool, and the 
conduit and brought water into the city.” 
What he actually did was to tap the fountamn 
to which I have referred, and by digging :a 
tunnel under the hill, lead its waters to what 
is known as the Pool of Siloam. “This same 
Hezekiah,” says the Book of Chronicles, 
“stopped the upper watercourse of Gihon and 
brought it straight down to the west side of 
the City of David.” 


AN LNSCRIPTION 

That tunnel still exists and the waters still 
flow through it. But what is remarkable ts 
that an inscription has been found which tells 
of the manner in which the tunnel, which was 
dug from both ends, was completed. The 
discovery was made by accident. In 1880, the 
pupils of a German architect were wading in 
the conduit under the walls of Jerusalem, when 
one of the party stambled and fell in the water. 
As he clambered out he noticed some pecular 
marks cut in the rock just above the water- 
leveh. He reported his find, the marks were 
examined by archaeologists, and the cuttings, 
which proved to be ancient lettering and were 
undoubtedly a contemporary record, had been 
deciphered. 


A Dramatic 


This is what the inscription says (some of 
the missing words have been filled im 
conjecturally): “Behold the excavation. Now 
this is the manner of the excavation. While 
the diggers were lifting up the pick, each 
towards his neighbour, and while there were 
vet three cubits to excavate, then was heard 
the voice of one man calling to his neighbour, 
for there was an excess of the rock on the 
nght hand and on the left. And after that, 
on the day of digging, the excavators struck 
pick upon pick, one against the other, and the 
waters flowed from the spring to the poo! for 
« distance of 1,200 cubits (about 1,500 feet), 
and 100 cubits was the height of the rock over 
the heads of the excavators.” The chief 
interest of this inscription is that it is the 
record of the men who actually did the work, 
and the obscure place in which it was found 
-1s to my mind convincing, as it was usual for 
the kings themselves to boast of what they had 
accomphshed. Probably these humble navvies 
were proud of their accomplishment and cut 
their own story in the rock where it would not 
be seen by their superiors. Their story is 
borne out by the actual tunnel, as there are 
signs of one or two false bores being cut before 
the men actually dug in the right direction so 
as to meet. They were probably guided by the 
sound of their voices, as they themselves 
mention. We can understand theif elation at 
finishing the tunnel—no mean engineering 
feat, and seeing the precious waters flow 
through. 


Tae or ISAIAN 


A thrilling aspect of the inscription is that 
it probably represents the form of writing used 
by Isaiah and the other great prophets. 
Indeed, we may discern an allusion by Isaiah 
hiniself to this conduit where he speaks of the

waters of Shiloah “go softly” in contrast to the 
swiftly moving waters of the Euphrates, a 
reference to Assyria. Actually there is an 
almost imperceptible flow of water through 
the tunnel, and the authors of the inscription 
use the same word as does Isaiah to indicate 
the flowing of the waters. The Siloam imsecrip- 
tion is thus of prime importance in confirming 
the Biblical records.
